There is being transmitted herewith a memoran- 
dum of Special Agent L. B. Reed at Little Rock, Arkansas, 
dated October 10th, 1934, which contains a digest of infor- 
mation secured from the ITR’JE DETECTIVE MYSTERIES magazine, 
issues of October, 1933' to April, 1934, concerning the life 
end escapades of CHARLES ARTHUR "PRETTY BOY" ILOYD. 



The memorandum in question apparently portrays 
the life history of Floyd in a condensed, but comprehensive 
manner. Of course, it is reelized that there may be in- 
accuracies contained therein, because of a desire of the 
writer of the stories in the Detective Magazine to secure 
color for Mb articles. Agent Reed, however, has exercised 
care to incorporate into his memorandum all names, dates and 
events in order that they might be available for re-check 
by Division Agents, should the Division consider same 

appropriate. 

The Divi Bion may desire to have various field 
offices of the Division review the event b set forth in the 
memorandum, unless same have already been covered, for the 
purpose of securing a proper background of Floyds life. It 
has occurred to me that various Peace Officers throughout the 
United States, who have cane in contact with Floyd, as set

■phis memorandum. is r digest of information contained in !B?ue Detective 
iysteries magazine, issues of October, 1933, to *j?ril, 1934, Inclusive, concerning 
the life and escapades of CYl-KLZZ ARTHUR { "PRETTY ROY") FLOYD. Ho attempt is made to 
verify or substantiate the statements made by the author of the magazine articles. 
This digest is submitted for what purpose it may serve in the field offices of the 
Division. (L. 3. Reed, Special .agent. )

Floyd was born on a farm in the State of Georgia. His parents moved to a 
fern near ^Jiins, Oklahoma, when he t.'ls a buoy. His father, ..alter F. Floyd, was in— 
duntzi ous, and the latter's wife had been a church worker for thirty-five years, 
pretty Boy has four sisters and two brothers, said to be respectable people. Ee at- 
tended public school at Sallisaw, Oklahoma, where he was known as "Chock". 


The oil fields near Sallisaw brought in tough characters. That country had 
been the hone of Belle Starr, Matt rime s, end George Mines, notorious outlaws. The 
Hines brothers were in the limelight. Pretty Boy married Ruby Eardgraves, a Sallisaw 
femer's daughter, when he was eighteen yeere old. Ee worked in the Kansas wheat 
fields far a short time, then in the Sallisaw oil fields, and in September, 1925, he 
headed for St. Louis, Missouri, end his career of crime. 


pretty Ley pleaded guilty in St. Louis to the Kroger psy roll robbery com- 
mitted on September 11, 1925. On December 16, 1925, he entered the Missouri State 
penitentiary as No. 29078, and was released March 7, 1929. That robbery was a bold 
daylight holdup, but crude. Floyd end Fred G. Hilderbrand were arrested in sallisaw 
with the loot in their possession. Joe Hlavaty of St. Louis had driven the car dur- 
ing this stick-up. 


On March 9, 1929, Floyd appeared in Kansas City, Missouri. Detectives 
learned of his presence and searched his room, where they found revolvers. They de- 
tained him and his companion, "Red" Lovett, convicted robber, for a few days. Through 
Lovett, Floyd met l.rs. ("Mother") Ash, Kansas City patron of hoodlums, end her clan. 

Me become enamored of Beulah Laird, a member of the jiSh household. Thougi 'warned by 
officers to leave the city, he remained to frequently see his new sweetneort. Beulah, 
noting Floyd's rosy cheeks, called him "Pretty Boy" and the name stuck. During one 
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of these visits' the police cane, looking for murder suspects, 
and the aSI brothers escape. 


The girls helped Floyd 


Tn the sunnier of 1929, Floyd received ward his father had died, and he re- 
turned to salllsaw. His father had been killed in a fight with a neighbor, Jim 
Floyd went gunning when Kills was acquitted, but Hills had left and never returned, 
pretty Boy returned to Kansas City end met Janes Bradley , much his Benior , and an ex- 
perienced crook end fugitive, wanted far two bank robberies in Buckner, Missouri, of 
LIa’' r 4 1923. They went to iJcron, Ohio, and were joined by Jack At k i n s, bank robber 

from Toledo, Ohio, and Marie Harwell. During the next few months, a series of rob- 
beries in central Ohio mystified the police. In March, 1930 , Harlan F. Manes, Akron, 
Ohio, traffic officer, was killed in a running gun fight. Floyd, Bradley, Atkins, 
and Marie Maxwell were arrested. Bradley was convicted of the murder and electrocuted. 
Atkins w-s sentenced to life. The woman was not prosecuted. The authorities could 
not pin any part of that crime on Floyd. However, ha was convicted at Toledo of rob- 
bin- a bank at S"lvania, Ohio, and sentenced under the name of Charles Mitchell to 
serve fifteen ye'srs. On May 15, 1930, when being taken to prison by a Deputy Sheriff, 
n oyd divei cut a train window and escaped* 


Back in Toledo, pretty Boy joined ^ill-the-Killer" Hiller* > the baby-faced 
g unman - The two went to Michigan and indulged in several robberies, and left with 
the police behind them. These included the assault and robbery of Karstan Eichtsion, 
pinconniny , llichiyan, and George Seeley, Bey City, llichi^an* With their stake, Floyd 
and Miller went to Kansas City and pretty Boy immediately went to the Ash home to see 
Beulah Eaird, where he presented Miller. They took ceulah Baird and Rose Ash away 
with than and established the girls in an apartment. Mother Ash and hetr sons did not 
like that, someone told the police Floyd end Miller were in town. The officers^ 
started checking and the two couples left, showing up in Shawnee, Oklahoma. On March 
9, 1931, Floyd and Miller held up the bank at Barlsboro, Oklahoma, and escaped with 
S3, 000. 00. A raid in Kansas City followed, and the officers missed them, by ten min- 
utes. gn other raid was made for them less than a block tr om Mother A sh*s home, some 
one had squealed. Her two sons had left the home an hour before. Later the j»eh 
brothers passed their mother’s house in their automobile, but did not stop, a myster- 
ious car with two occuuants was following. That night, just outside of Kansas City, 
the Ash boys were found dead, brutally beaten and shot several times. Their car was 
a bu?Sng mas. a local apartment was raided, and it was found that Floyd and Miller 
had Just left. BJ'S. Ash started working in her own way, and is said to have furnisher 
the police many tips. She received an anonymous note reading, "iuit stooling or we»ll 
give you what the boys got. He’re watching end we know what you t re doing ell the 

time." 

* yioyi and Miller, accompanied by Beulah Baird and Rose ^eh, went to the 

home of Charles Flege, Grant county, Kentucky. He and Killer had worked on the same 
railroad years before, but the farmer did not know his callers were robbers. Riding 
about the country with Flege, Floyd and Killer spotted the Mount Zion Deposit Bank. 

__ day or so later, they held up the cashier and flea with over ^2,000.00. Floyd ana 
"bis companion fled to Michigan and rented e cottage at Algonac. On a trip into Tole- 
do, Ohio, they saw a ijar. following them. Later, that man was found brutally* beaten. 
The Mich i "an and Ohio officers learned of the cottage at Algonac . The; raided it an 


found it empty. The robbers were trailed through H&nging Bock end Boiling Green, , 
Ohio. In '.hitehouse, Ohio, Floyd and liller robbed a bank of $1,600.00 and escaped. 

A few days later, they appeared again in Bowling Green, with Beulah and Bose, where 
they were accosted by Chief of police Galliher and Patrolman Castner. Hiller was 
killed. Beulah was shot through the head. Castner went down, and later died. Floyd 
and Chief Galliher had enptied their guns at each other. Floyd ran, with Galliher 
after him. Rose was captured. Floyd escaped in the car he had waiting. Galbiher's 
clothes contained six bullet holes. 

On April 18, 1931, Floyd got in a taxi in Toledo end held a pistol a^inst 
the driver, Robert Robinson. They drove into the country, where Floyd took the 
chauffeur’s cash and car. The automobile v.'ns found abandoned near Monroe, Michigan. 
On J; pril 19, 1931, Cletus xnishane, taxi driver, Monroe, Michigan, was the victim of 
the sane circumstances end the s ame bandit. Floyd then faded out for a while. 


In July, 1931, prohibition agents and police in Kansas City, Missouri, con- 
ducted a raid at 1039 Independence Avenue for the sole purpose of seizing liquor and 
bootleggers. They found quantities of whiskey end a regular arsenal, ’.ken seven 
arrests'* had apparently coi^letei the raid, Agents Curtis C- Burks and Glenn Havens 
found a man, apparently drunk, in a secret room. They took a .45 automatic from him. 
He drew another automatic and they again disarmed him, using flashlights in the dark. 
The stranger leaped for a bed and drew a third automatic from beneath a pillow. 

Shots rang out and Eurks fell, wounded. As the killer's face appeared in a streak of 
light, Agent Thompson shouted, "It's Floyd." The bandit ran through the door, knock- 
ing the agents down as he ran. patrolman Clarence Reidy poured shots at Floyd, who 
returned the fire. Reidy fell, shot through the neck. Floyd ran into the hall, 
where a number of prohibition egents and police fired at him. He leaped at them, 
firing as he came. B. C. AnderBon, another prohibition agent, stood at the top of 
the stairs. He and Floyd fired together. Anderson collapsed, shot in the abdomen. 
Floyd came cut cf the front door firing, where a crowd mingled. K. p. ’Tilson, spec- 
tator, received one of pretty Boy's bullets above the heart. The killer landed in 
the midst of the crowd and disappeared in the darkness. Prohibition Agent Burks died 

in the hospital the following day. 


Floyd then had five murders charged against him; the two Ash brothers in 
Kansas City; patrolman Castner at Bowling Green, Ohio; prohibition Ag&nt Curtis C* 
Burks and K. p. 7,'ilson at Kansas City. 


On September 29, 1931, Floyd and e con^anion (believed to be George Bird- 
well) armed with a machine gun and revolvers, rocoeu the tank at hand, Oklahoma, and 
escaped with g3,200.00. Bank ec^loyees identified a photograph of Floyd. The next 
day, officers waited for him to visit his orothar-in— law in Sal-^isew, Cklaiioma. 
Pretty Boy drove uo in broad daylight , The officers opened fire and could see tneir 
bullets beat dust from pretty Boy's clothes. The killer returnee. tne fire, wheeled 
hie machine around with one hand, and sped away.

The 
cashier wes released in Eoley, Oklahoma, a near-by town. Twenty minutes later, the 
san:e trio robbed the Castle State Bank, Castle, Oklahoma, of $2,000.00 and sped away, 
forcing bank employees and customers to ride the ru nni ng boards as hostages. 

On January 15, 1932, the governor of Oklahoma called a state-wide meeting 
of the sheriffs to consolidate plans for catching Floyd. ;7hile the Sheriffs were in 
session, pretty Boy staged an act of defiance. He drove into T.ewoka, Oklahoma, and 
stopped at a hotel. He entered and rounded up the employees, including the proprie- 
tor, end told them he- was Charley Floyd; sat on a teble, talked to them, drank a 
bottle of whiskey, and displayed his bullet-proof vest, then drove away, a picked 
posse, forme! et the governor's request, searched throughout Eastern Oklahoma. V/hile 
the officers were searching, three men entered the state Bank, Dover, Oklahoma, and 
robbed it in true Floyd style. The cashier, A* 1. Fash, was ridden out of town as 
hostage. I holographs of Floyd were Identified. 


On January 23, 1932, C. If. Reber appeered at the state Eureau of Identifi- 
cation of Oklahoma and said Floyd would surrender if he would not be returned to Ohio 
for killing Officer Castner. The governor of Oklahoma refused to bargain. In F e bru- 
ory, 1932, Beulah Baird and Rose Ash, the killers’ girl friends from Kansas City, 
were ec quitted in a second trial for their complicity in the robbery of the Mount 
Zion Deposit Bank, 3111st on, Kentucky, which hed been robbed by Floyd end "Eill-the- 
Killer" Killer. Resorts cane in that Floyd had left his hiding in the TThite Horse 
Mountains. Another* bank was robbed at Konawa, Qklehoaa.

Flood's bullets smashed all the glass in the police car and 
wrecked” the steering wheel. A patrolman drew a machine gun from the police car and 
began firing, but Floyd and Birdwell drove away • Their car was found abandoned in 
r nulsa. Identifying numbers had been filed off. Bullet holes of previous battles 
hod been covered with putty and paint. ^ re-charge tag on the battery led to a gar- 
a-e and then to a residence address, a bungalow at 513 Young Street, Tulsa. Twenty 
police officers raided it at dawn, the following morning. They threw gas grenades 
through the windows. Floyd and Birdwell slipped out the back door, dropped on their 
stomachs , * wiggled down a ditch, then arose and started running. The police gave 
chase, shooting at the pair, and the fire was returned, ghile the officers were on 
the clr.se, a viri and e small boy walked from the bungalow ana disappeared. That 
afternoon, Floyd’s -wife, Ruby, end her small son, Jcckie, were picked up in the bus 
station, ’she denied she ‘..'as Ruby Floyd and said she was id's. Hamilton. ^ detective

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H. C. McCormick, bookkeeper, slipped into the vault. D* J. Turner, president of the 
bank, mi town civic lender, pulled the burglar alarm. Eir dwell killed Turner In- 
stantly. McCormick emerged from the vault with a rifle in Ms hands. He took de- 
liberate aim find ehot Eirdrrell through the head. Pretty Boy’s chief lieutenant was 
dead. The vigilance committee arrived and started shooting through the window at the 
other bandit, who made the cashier, Vt. tf. Riley, drag Turner’s body, and advance as a 
shield. The negro, Charles Glass, in the sedan, tried to escape, but bullets riddlfld 
him. Tue strange bandit was shot many tines and killed. He was not Floyd, but was 
identified as C* C* Patterson of Kiowa, Oklahoma. Prices on bank robbers in Oklahoma 
went up, and there was a total of £6,000.00 reward over Pretty Boy’s head. 


On November 30, 1932, the Citizens State Bank at Tupelo, Mississippi, was 
robbed of $50, 000.00. Floyd was partially identified as being one of the bandits. ’ 

On January 5, 1903, the First national Bank, Cleveland, Texas, was robbed of $1,800.00, 
by three men. The Floyd te chni que was used, and some of the officers reported that 
pretty Boy was the leader* On January 11, 1933, three men robbed the bank at Aflh 
Grove, Missouri, and escaped with £3,000*00* J. H. Perryman, cashier, is said to 
have Identified Floyd’s picture as one of the robbers. On June 2, 1933, three Deputy 
Sheriffs in hewoka, Oklahoma, Trent to an automobile accident and found three men 
standing by the car. They asked the men to identify themselves* One of the men 
whipped out a machine gun from the car and told the Deputies to get out. They re- 
cognized him as Floyd, and they cuickly departed. The officers returned with re- 
enforcements and found two women; one was Ruby Floyd ana the other was Marie, wife 
of Blcckie Smalley of Seminole , Oklahoma* Floyd and his companion had fled. Ruby 
said that the officers were not smart enough to catch pretty Ecy, so they arrested 
his "old lndy ,T . Floyd’s eight year old son, Jackie, was found in the Smalley home* ■ 
which Pretty 3oy had just left. Ruby and Marie were released on bond in connection 
with the abandoned car, which proved to have been stolen. 


. on June 14, 1933, near Mexico, Missouri , Sheriff Roger kilson and Sergeant 
Ben Booth were patrolling the road for men who had just robbed the Farmers and Mer- 
chants Bonk. They stopped a car to question the occupants* hils on and Booth were 
shot and killed* The killers were not identified, but the next day Floyd appeared in 
Bolivar, Missouri, sheriff Jack Klllingsworth of Bolivar walked into a garage, where 
joe Richetti, mechanic, was working on a car. By the car stood Adam Riche tti, robber 
and bandit, and Pretty Boy Floyd. ■ The Sheriff, mechanic, end bystanders were lined 
up at the point of guns. Floyd abandoned his crippled car, cotronndeered one from the 
garage, transferred his guns and ammunition, and made the Sheriff ride out of town 
with him. Local officers then decided that Floyd and his companion had killed Sheriff 
VTilson and Sergeant Booth near Mexico, Missouri. Sheriff ICillingswarth was taken for 
a wild ride. Floyd stopped ‘halter F. Griffith, a real estate salesmen, near Clinton, 
Missouri, and commandeered his car, transferred his guns and ammunition, and drove 
on, Griffith and Killingsworth with him. In a hidden ravine miles away, where Floyd 
stopped to rest, ICi flings worth and Floyd talked. Pretty Boy Floyd denied any part in 
the Mexico, Missouri, bank robbery, end denied killing or participating in the shoot- 
ing of Sheriff ‘.Tils on or Sergeant Booth. Killingsv/orth and Griffith were released 
late that night. 


Floyd’s name next flared before the public following the Kansas City Union 
tntion massacre, June 17, 1933. The public has asked whether Floyd was one of the 
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True Detective lysteries magazine relates that on July 31, 1933, a report 
from Leo Angeles, California, said that Floyd was behind a plot to kidnap a movie 
actress; thet on August 1, he was reported in Neola, Iowa; that on August 5, stock s 
and bonds worth £150,000.00 were recovered in Los Angeles and said to be part of the 
loot obtained by Floyd in Oklahoma bank robberies; that on August 14, 1933, officers 
sew Floyd in a restaurant in Coalite, Oklahoma; on August 17, 1933, officers raided 
a cabin near Tar saw, Missouri, looking for Floyd and yernon C* Miller. On August 20, 
Ada::; Richetti was reported in Missouri, and on August 28, a bank at Galena, Missouri, 
was robbed of £1,600.00. witnesses said Floyd and Richetti were the robbers. 


Ruby Floyd was In an autonobile wreck on October 17, 1933, near Charleston, 


Arkansas, and she was taken to a Font smith, Arkansas, hospital. She was questioned, 
but could not talk, due to a fractured Jaw, She penciled a defiant reply*
